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Loeals Favored in 36th Canoe Marathon

Grayling racers will be favored to take the 
$1650 first-place prize in the 36th Annual AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon starting Friday night. 

Brett Stockton, of Grayling, and his uncle 
Butch Stockton, of Higgins Lake, last year’s 
champions, have been racking up wins in com- 
petition all summer long and will be shooting to 
be the first repeat team since Jerry and Jeff 
Kellogg took two in a row in 1974 and 1975. 

Last year Brett Stockton, then 19 years old, 
became the youngest person ever to win the 240- 
mile race. 

Also expected to compete for the title is John 
Baker, a four-time winner of the marathon, and 
his partner. As of Tuesday, “‘Big John’’ had not 
yet announced who he is racing with this year. 

Baker, who won in 1976, ‘78, ‘80, and ‘81, 
finished in second with Tony Short last year. 


Short, from South Branch, also had not announ- 
ced a partner yet. 

Another local racer, Dave Shepherd of Gray- 
ling, also is entered but had not announced a par- 
tner. Shepherd finished third with Jeff Kolka, of 
Grayling, the last two years. 

Two other local teams were entered as of 
Tuesday, Minard Harwood and Ed LaMotte and 
Jim Harwood and Ted Kolka, all of Grayling. 
Ted Kolka is the son of Jack Kolka, who holds the 
records for most marathons entered and most 
marathons completed. 

Jack Kolka has entered 22 marathons and 
completed 14 of them. The 49-year-old paddler 
won't be racing this year due to an injury. 

Ten other professional teams were entered 
by Tuesday including the team of Ann Kobylen- 
ski and Valerie Fons, the first women team to en- 


ter since 1973. 

Another paddler not expected to race this 
year is Ken Brown, of St. Clair Shores, who won 
the race twice with Baker and set the course 
record in 1981. 

The action Friday starts early with 
measuring of pro canoes in the city park at 3 
p.m. and amateur canoes at 4:30 p.m. The Dixie- 
land Band will kick off events at Ray’s and the 
City Park at 5:30 p.m. with the start of a one-man 
canoe division at 6 p.m. and an aluminum canoe 
division at 6:15 p.m. 

The amateurs will hot the water at 9 p.m. 
and the professionals will run to their canoes 
near the Grayling State Bank and then carry 
their canoes to the river at Ray’s. A siren along 
with fireworks bought by the Grayling Rotary 
Club will start the pro race at 10 p.m.

4th Annual Militown

11th Annual Milltown 
Festival Keeps Growing 


The flavor of a lumbering era past will be 
featured beginning July 29 when the Milltown 
Festival in Grayling begins its 10-day 
program of events. 

The event begins literally with a bang on 
July 29 when rocket bombs will signal the 
start of the AuSable River International 
Canoe Race. The major international race of 
240 miles begins a period of activity that in- 
cludes a woodcutting contest, greased pole 
contest, old time displays, a circus, parades, 
and many spectator and participation games 
for the kids. 

Furthering the lumbering theme, the Mich- 
igan Wocdcutters Assoc. will feature a pro- 
gram on July 30 of contests devoted to the 
skills of the woodsmen. While they demon- 
strate the modern methods with chainsaw 
speed contests, they also highlight speed with 
the ax, crosscut saws, and bucksaws. That 
éveiit begins at i p.m. in the City Park. 

Preceding the sawyers, observers may 
watch a tennis tournament, visit the sidewalk 
sales in the downtown area or Mini-Mall, or 
take a Moonwalk. In the late afternoon a Jaz- 
zercise demonstration can serve as the 
vehicle to take off pounds and a greased pole 
contest will challenge youngsters to a prize or 
a dunk in the drink. 

Old time displays will be highlighted during 
the entire 10-day period at the Grayling 


=, Historical Museum. The tools, apparel, and 
“photographs of the lumber era will provide a 


background to the life in the late 1800's. 

A feature of Tuesday, August 2, will be a 
first-time-ever blooper softball game of men 
past their prime in the Gaylord, Grayling, 
and Roscommon Rotary Clubs. The benefit 
doubleheader will result in sore muscles and 


the winner donating the proceeds to their 
favorite charity. 

On Wednesday, August 3, the youngsters 
will be in the spotlight as the day is devoted to 
games and a kids’ parade. Just prior to the 
parade an expert will make up many of the 
participants as clowns in the City Park. Also 
before the walk down Michigan Avenue, a boy 
and girl will be named Lucky Grayling Kids 
asa result bf a drawing. 

One major adult event during Kid’s Day, 
but probably hilarious too for the youngsters 
will be a first ever mud-wrestling contest 
beginning at 7:30 p.m. The slippery com- 
petitors will be vying for weight and sex 
championships. Of course, it could be that an 
outstanding member of one sex will challenge 
another, 

Thursday, August 4, is titled Heritage Day. 
Highlighted will be a lumbering-era costume 
parade from the County Building to AuSagra 
Acres Senior Center.

Road Tax Revenues Increase 


State tax revenues for roads increased in the first quar- 
ter of 1983 for the first time in three years, the Michigan 
Dept. of Transportation reported. 

Revenues for Crawford County climbed to $222,892 for 
the first quarter of 1983 compared to $200,968 in 1982. The City 
of Grayling’s share also increased to $12,653 from $11,740 the 
year before. 

Neighboring counties Otsego and Roscommon also en- 
joyed an increase. Otsego received $276,774 in 1983 compared 
to $247,564 in 1982. Roscommon County received $284,959 up 
from $254,632. 

The City of Gaylord received $20,426 up from $19,040 and 
the Village of Roscomumon received $6,959 up from $6,486. 

The first quarter increase reflects gas arid weight tax 
hikes approved in December and a three percent increase in 
highway travel.

ion of the controversial tug barge 

system back in operation, the state 
Department of Transportation has 
started searching for purchasers for 
both the tug barge system and the 
Ontonagon shipyard. 

The move is apparently not being 
challenged by the beleaguered Up- 
per Peninsula Shipbuilding Com- 
pany (UPSCO), which is now having 
proposals developed for the 
reorganization of the corporation, 

The department has sent out let- 
ters to more than 24 companies in- 
terested in the system and asked for 
proposals back by mid-August. 

The state is not taking bids for 
either the shipyard or the tug barge 
system, assistant attorney general 
Jim Stropkai said adding that the 
state is not committed to selling 
either the vessels or the yard. 

“This is a very broad type of 
procedure,” he said, which could 
result in proposals used in the 
reorganization of the company or in 
the actual sale of the boat system or 
the shipyard. 

The state would be willing to con- 
sider a proposal to purchase the 
vessels in either their current un- 
completed state or when finished. 

The letter, from Department 
Director James Pitz, says the 
department, while ‘‘primarily in- 
terested”’ in the outright sale of the 
system, is also ‘‘interested in the 
future.” 

The state wants construction of 
the vessels, now judged about 85 
percent, completed, to recommence 
both because some 350 Upper 
Peninsula workers have lost their 
jobs and because the state has in- 
vested more than $41 million i in the 
project. 

Last month, UPSCO informed the 
state it would not challenge the 
department's petition to the federal 
bankruptcy court in Marquette

Appeals Court Makes Ruling on 

Apartment Security Deposits 

A rental security deposit paid to 
cover the costs of repairing damages 
to an apartment, cannot be used to 
pay the costs of cleaning the apart- 
ment, a unanimous Court of Appeals 
has ruled. 

The court held that using security 
deposits for cleaning fees violated 
both the landlord-tenant relation- 
ship act and the consumer protec- 
tion act. 

Damages have to include injury or 
loss to property, the court held. 

“Given this meaning of the work, 
a rental unit requiring cleaning has 
not been damaged. While a grimy 
kitchen wall, a soiled carpet and a 
stained couch are all unattractive 
the wall, carpet and couch them- 
selves have not been damaged,” the 
court said, 

“An item which is cleaned has not 
been repaired. Nor has that item 
been damaged,” the three-judge 
panel continued. 

The consumer protection act also 
protects tenants from their security 
deposits for cleaning purposes, the 
court held. The act requires that 
consumers are entitled to receiving 
any deposits back “‘promptly, thus, 
we hold that a landlord who retains 
part of the tenant’s security deposit 
for cleaning violates the consumer 
protection act,” the court held. 

The court also ruled that landlords 
could not try to get around the hold- 
ing by including costs on a damage 
list they are required to furnish a 
former tenant and hope the tenant 
misses the notice requirements to 
reply to the list. 


Under the landlord-tenant law, — 


within 30 days vacating a residence, 
the landlord must provide a list of 
damage claims, and the tenant has 
seven days to respond to that list...

Park Interpreter 
Not long ago a_ visitor 
walking through the Pines 
asked me about a fern they 
had found when they were 
down along the River. I had 
doubts about it being 
Bracken Fern due to the type 
of location they described. 
What they described was 
without doubt the Cinnamon 
Fern which is common in 
damp and waterlogged loca- 
tions, The leaves may be 
three feet or more high and 
grow from a central reot- 
stock. In late spring, it is 


easily recognized by the, 


golden cinnamon colored 
club-like leaves which are as 
tall as those which are 
green. The leaves grow in 
arching circular clusters as 
individual plants from the 
rootstock. The roots are 
tough and wiry and branch 
out from all sides to form a 
mat which is firmly embed- 
ded in the soil. 

Ferns do not produce 
seeds but instead reproduce 
from spores. (The dictionary 
defines a spore as a usually 
minute " single-celled 
reproductive structure.) 
Cinnamon Fern spores are 
bright green and short-lived 
and must fall into a suitable 


place to germinate promptly 


or die in a few days. This is 
one of the many ferns which 
grows with its feet in the 
water or nearly so; thus, you 
should see it along our local 
rivers.

And even with all 
of the improvernents in our 
community, which I shall 
comment on next week, it’s 
difficult to compare our 
flowers with those in some 
parts of Europe, particular- 
ly, Austria, Switzerland and 
southern Germany. The 
flowers, of the same 
varieties that we have here, 
geraniums, petunias, 
begonias, roses, etc., grow in 
mass profusion. Every nook 
and cranny is filled with 
flowers and neat vegetable 
gardens. Every window and 
balcony has a flower box. 
Obviously their soil and 
climate are more conducive 
to growing than ours. 

Not only did we stroll, we 
rode a boat along the Rhine, 
admiring the hundreds of 
vineyards which cling 
tenaciously to the hillsides. 
Some vineyards and fruit 
trees were in such 
precarious places that it 
seemed impractical to farm 
there. Evidently they value 
every inch of soil and make 
good use of it. 

Strolling is more common- 
place there than here as 
evidenced by the many 
walks and paths. Not only is 
strolling more in vogue, so is 
public transportation, of 
which there is an abundance 
in all forms, boats, fast 
trains, and modern trams 
and busses. 

Yes, it was a beautiful trip 
and in between strolling we 
sat in the outdoor cafes and 
watched the world stroll by.

The meeting was called to order at 7:36 p.m. 

Marty VanDeVen, Chairman of the Grayling Recreation 
Authority which operates Hanson Hills, welcomed everyone to 
the informational work session. The Grayling Recreation 
Authority has found the need to appeal to the local units of 
government for financial assistance. Representatives were in at- 
tendance from Crawford County, Grayling Township, Grayling 
Recreation Authority and Crawford AuSable School District. A 
summary of the Authority's appeal follows: 

It is feared that the park will not be able to stay open 
through the ski season without the collective efforts of local 
government financial support. It is hoped that if the park can 
get through one more session it will give the Recreation 
Authority enough time to get an extended lease from the Mili- 
tary Board. The current lease expires in 1991. Without at least a 
twenty year lease it is doubtful that the park could ever qualify 
for grant monies. Mr. VanDeVen has a meeting scheduled in 
August with the Military Board to discuss this matter. Most 
grants require matching funds which could possibly consist of 
loans or donations of both money and in-kind services from local 
governmental units, clubs, and individuals. Another alternative 
sould be a possible millage request on the 1984 General Election 
ballot. 

The consequences of the park closing are great as it would 
revert automatically to the Military Board as stated in the lease 
agreement. This beautiful 286 acre asset needs community sup- 
port. It has the potential of being the center of year around 
family recreation in this area. The work accomplished by 
devoted volunteers over the past several years should not be 
wasted. Some of the improvements are maintenance to the 
warming house, tows and slopes, cross country skiing and hiking 
trails, baseball diamond, paddle boats and a stocked fishing 
pond. Most of these improvements were done using salvaged 
materials and with the help of work crews many of which were 
from Camp Showono, The park is near the end of its salvagable 
materials, however, the work crews are still available. The 
possibilities are vast but capitol is necessary. 

Grayling Recreation Authority expects to get written con- 
firmation in July of a gift of the Fred Bear Museum building 
from Kidde Corporation. The Board has already been ap- 
proached by the Grayling Booster Club and the Arts Council as 
possible tenants. When acquired the building will be available to 
community groups and individuals in addition to the warming 
house which is currently being used for special events, com- 
munity programs and education, receptions, and fund raisers. 

With enough support from the community it may be 
possible in the not. too distant future to require only token use 
fees for residents and taxpayers of the County. 

A formula was suggested for requesting funding from local 
units of government for this season. It would be based on State 
Equalized Valuation. 

__ The Township Board chose not to take any action at this 
time but to consider all facts and formulas and schedule the 
issue on the agenda of the July or August meeting. 

Those interested were given a tour of the facilities, 

Meeting adjourned.

Motion by Bonkowski, supported by Hallett to accept the 
minutes of June 14, June 29, and July 6, 1983 as presented. All 
ayes, motion carried, 

Treasurer's report was read by Supervisor Fowler. Motion 
by Hallett, supported by Ashton that treasurer’s report be ac- 
cepted as read. All ayes, motion carried, 

Correspondence: 

1, Crawford County Sheriff's Department May Activities 
report. was summarized and placed on file. 

2, Notice from Michigan Department of Natural Resources- 
Lands Division of Public Auction of State Land. Two parcels in 
Crawford County will be up for bid on July 19, 1983. Location, 
time and descriptions of parcels are on file at the Grayling 
Township Office. 

3. Received cost comparison forms and brochures from 
Michigan Municipal Risk Management Authority, a Michigan 
self-insured association, requesting Board to compare and con- 
sider their insurance coverage quotes. 

4, Letter to Board from Mr. Charles Knecht requesting con- 
siderable information from the assessing department and also 
whether the 1983 Board of Review could have been considered 
an open meeting as it was held in a small office. 

Supervisor asked legal council, Doug Dosson, to reply to Mr.’ 
Knecht by mail and he also verbally summarized letter to the 
Board. All assessment records are open to the public and Mr. 
Knecht can come to the office and request to see this information 
or photo copy it. However, the responsibility of gathering this 
information is Mr. Knecht’s and not that of the Township. The 
matter of whether the 1983 Board of Review qualified as an open 
meeting will require further investigation. 

5. John Olson, President, AuSable Woods Association ques- 
tioned whether the Township was adequately enforcing the 
zoning ordinance particularly relating to sub-standard or un- 
finished buildings and travel trailers? Is manpower a problem? 

Fowler noted that it is not manpower but large size {180 
square miles) of the Township. All building permits are reviewed 
annually by field inspection and when violations are found the 
usual course of action begins with a letter to the property owner. 
Some violations are only discovered by citizens bringing a prob- 
lem to our attention as it is physically difficult and costly to 
patrol all of the Township monthly in search of violations, 

Bonkowski explained that even when violations are obvious 
they are sometimes difficult to correct as we are still operating 
under a 1966 Zoning Ordinance which is ambiguous and obsolete 
in many cases. It is hoped that, if adopted the proposed Grayling 
Township Zoning Ordinance which is to be presented to the 
Board in the near future will take care of our enforcement 
problems. 

6. Notification by the Department of Commerce that an ap- 
plication has been made to the Liquor Control Commission by 
James Bokhart for a new SDM License to be located at 6289 
Kalkaska Rd., M-72 West, Grayling Township. Although local 
governing body approval is not required the Township may 
notify the Commission if the applicant location will not comply 
with local building, plumbing, zoning, fire, sanitation and health 
laws. No objections from the Board. 

7. Motion by Hallett, supported by Ashton to authorize 
Supervisor Fowler to attend the 1i1th Annual Michigan 
Assessor’s Association Summer Conference in Traverse City on 
August 21-24, 1983. Registration fee $76.00 and and Fowler will 
commute. Roll call: Bonkowski - aye, Hallett - aye, Ashton - aye, 
Fowler - aye, Gardiner - absent. Four ayes, one absent, motion 
carried. 

8. In regard to the Brink's Park Annexation petition dated 
4/8/83. Treasurer Gardiner sent certified notices of annexation 
request to all property owners involved and received 100% con- 
currance in favor of the annexation, The City Council approved 
the annexation on May 23rd, 1983. 

Motion by Bonkowski, supported by Hallett to adopt a 
resolution approving the annexation request as follows: 

WHEREAS, the Township of Grayling has become aware of 
a surveying discrepancy by which portions of the following lots 
previously believed to be in the City of Grayling actually lie 
within the Township of Grayling: 

Lots 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6 of Block 6 of Brink's 2nd Addition and 
Lots 1 thru 6 inclusive of Block 7 of Brink's 2nd Addition and 
Lots 1 thru 7 inclusive of Block 8 of Brink’s 2nd Addition, and 

WHEREAS, such surveying discrepancy has caused a 
problem with taxation on the above described property between 
the two municipalities, and 

WHEREAS, the Grayling Township Board has been presen- 
ted with a petition signed by 7 of the 8 property owners involved 
requesting that the above describ2d property be annexed to the 
City of Grayling, and 

WHEREAS, the 8th property owner has submitted a letter 
concurring with the petition, and 

WHEREAS, The Grayling Township Treasurer has sent & 
letter by certified mail to each owner of record according to the 
provisions of MCL 117.9 (8), 


NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved that, pursuant to MCL 
117.9(8}, the Grayling Township Board approve the annexation 
to the City of Grayling those portions of the above described 
properties not previously within the boundaries of the City of 
Grayling.

in January by Governor 
Richard F. Celeste, has been 
at Camp Grayling the last 
two weeks. He spent several 
days in the field last week 
observing training of units of 
the 16th Engineer Brigade. 
This week, he is at the camp 
with a group he once com- 
manded, the 107th Armored 
Cavalry Regiment. 

“We're committed to 
making 1983 to 1968 ‘years of 
excellence,’ ’ Galloway 
said. “The cornerstone of 
that commitment is the in- 
dividual soldier. Our troops 
must have the stamina and 
ability to carry out any given 
assignment.” 

General Galloway noted 
that some 3,000 troops from 
Ohio Guard combat units 
trained at Camp Grayling 
this year. He said that figure 
will jump to about 6,000 next 
summer and the majority of 
the units will be in the field 
the entire two weeks. 

“Camp Grayling is the 
best camp in the country to 
conduct the kind of training 
we want to do,” Galloway 
said. 

The 55-year-old Galloway 
has a distinguished history 
of military service. He spent 
three years on active duty 
with the U.S. Army from 
1946-49, being discharged as 
a Platoon Sergeant.
